'lie book wa-s (.'oncealed by closing the 
■ul. Sometimes the odious doteotive, 
^•heii ho entered, would bo invited to 
fake a seat on that very stool.

In lo58, Eliza- 
beth became Queen of England, ami 
soon lifter this pas.sionntely loved and 
loiig-forbiiUlen book was sin-ead all over 
I lie kingdom. l\'oi)lo read it as it had 
never lieen lead before, and has never 
beuu read since.

the beach and the bhitl" facing if. 'Phis 
sand has been .submitted to rude tests 
and gold has been found among it. In 
general anpeftrance the sand re.senibles 
that obtained at Gold BlulV, oil the 
California coast, where the Ueposits 
liave been worked for many years with 
much profit. Blaelj sand would seem 
to be characteristic of many localities 
along the Pacific count , and itn exist 
ence is variously attributed to thr pre- 
sencQ of veins of decaying (juai /on thi> 
ocean bed, from which the sand ami 
gold arc freed by the action of liio 
waves and thrown upon the beaeh. .\ 
peculiarity of nearly all beach gold is its 
rustiness, which renders it difficuii to 
save by the ordinary methods ; Inii a 
Ijrocess has recently been adopted in 
California by which, it is claiuietl, the 
rusty golden grain is readily caught as 
it passes oTcr the villlcs of the sluice- 
boxes. Far beyond t'ape L'onimur''ll, 
away uj) in the frozoii Alaskan regions, 
black sand is found, A party who re- 
cently arrived at Sicka brought a .sack- 
ful of the sand which they obtained on 
the beach many miles north of the 
Aleutian IslandfJ. At some not very 
remote day tiie depo.sit.s will be tho- 
roughly examined and their importance 
determined. ( )ur oinnion i.s tli.it they 
possess great value and itiat tin- time 
will come when the black sand of this 
island will be consideretl of as much 
importance as its black diamonds. In 
this connection we cannot help quoting 
from a newspaper ])rinted at Eureka, 
Humboldt county, California, theeditor 
of which has recently written a series 
of articles for his ])aper concerning the 
fabulous riches of a section of Hum- 
boldt county of which tSold Bluiris the 
terminus. From them we give the 
substances in the following eondensed 
form: Ho savs that the amount of 
treasure which has ln.'eii taken out runs 
into the million.^, iind still the deposit 
is no more exhausted than on the elay it 
was discovered. The gold-bearing gravel 
bluffs extend about eight miles on the 
beach, and in many ]il;ices they are a 
perpendicular wall of unbroken gravel 
three or four huiulrril fn-t high, h'very 
winter, after the [rtr.diiiiL,' lirat <<( sum 
mer has cracked the earth, the .•-oaking 
rains of winter cause huge slabs of earth 
and gravel to cave and split oil' the 
perpendicalar face of tiie blutl', and 
millions of tons fall ui)on the beaeh. 
At high tide the surf rt'aches the base 
of the cliff, which is subjectetl to in- 
calculable washing and swashing <lur- 
ing heavy storm.s. 'i'he eakcs of gravel 
become dissolved and are ground to 
pieces and carried about by thi* action 
of the water. The etluct, .says the 
editor, ha.s bern that soutln'rly 
storms cast up ^jreat banks of sand, the 
gravel mostly tinding .sonir; other place 
of ileposit, while the heavy northeiiy 
winds, which usually prevail at inter- 
vals during the summer, act upon this 
sand beach like an immense gold jian 
in the hands of a skillful miner, wash- 
ing oQ' the gray sand, leaving the black 
sand containing the gold upon the 
beach. The \v(:ath''r and wind air 
carefully watched by the owners of 
these beaches and when the gravel sand 
begins to go out, that is the signal for 
active operation.s. The sand is scraped 
upas fast as it appears, and packed on 
mules to the washing dum|) to l)e 
worked at leisure. The editor of the 
newspaper has a theory of his own eon- 
corning this ilejiosit which wi; cannot 
give at length in this article. Sutlico 
it to Bay that he Vjelieves that at .some 
remote period of time the beach was 
the bed of the Trinity river. The sur 
rounding countrv jiroduce.s (everything 
immediately at, hand that is needed to 
develop this Held. With the same am- 
ount of engineering skill and outlav 
that has been expended on the Com 
Ftock lode it would yield ten dollars to 
its one. He is verv enthuoiastic on 
the subject. He firmly b(;lleTes that 
there are thousands of millions of dol- 
lars in gold dust Iviiig along the ocean 
beach of Humboldt county. From 
Table Jiluff to the Klamath river, a dis- 
tance of sixty uulcH, is an almost un- 
broken gold bearing sand beach, ex- 
clusive of the CJold Bluff beach mining 
claims. The deposit he claims, has 
accumulated from the crumbling debris 
of the gravel banks that cave upon the 
beach and from the discharge of the 
Klamath river, the process is going on 
continually, and there is not a panful 
of sand along this whole distance, but 
will show the color, and in manv places 
it is yellow with gold in .streaks. There 
arc more than a thousand acres of this 
gold bearing sand unclaimed. It con- 
tains from 50 cents to as high as SlOO 
per ton.

With 
the completion of the railway to the 
coast line every objection that can bo 
urged against Victoria as the seat of 
government will vanish.

N'if^L'lius would supjiort the by- 
law if submitted to the people. «»nlhis 
condition he wmdd si'cond the motion. 

Coun. Kinsman agrood with Coun.
